With Frozen Weiner Rolls 


WORCESTER, Mass...As the re- 
ult of the successful experiment of a 
local warehouse in freezing frank- 
furter rolls, a Worcester bakery will 
wave many dollars in overtime labor 
coats previously incurred prior to a 
number of holidays when there is a 
sudden demand for this item, accord- 
ing to Warehouseman’ John Jacob- 
aon 

Jacobson reported that in the test, 
two cartons of rolls containing 15 
one-dozen packages sealed in wax 
paper were frozen at a temperature 
of 0°. The rolls were taken out of 
cold storage four days later 

‘We allowed one package to de- 
frost at the normal room tempera- 
ture of 72° within the sealed wax 
paper,” Jacobson explained, “and the 
other carton was allowed to defrost 
with the wax broken and exposed 

“In one hour and 15 minutes both 
packages were completely defrosted, 
and it would have been impossible 
to differentiate between those and 
rolls packed the previous night.” 

Because of the success of the ex- 
periment, the bakery immediately ar- 
ranged to send the warehouse 1,000 
cartons of rolls to be used for a forth- 
coming holiday weekend.

“Home-freezer owners in the Tucson 
and Phoenix areas who obtain their 
foods at retail stores already pack- 
aged and frozen find that they gain 
considerably from the standpoint of 
convenience but seldom from that of 
economy. They do, however, fre- 
quently realize some economic gain 
when they purchase foods for frozen 
storage in quantity from firms offer- 
ing many varieties at quantity dis- 
counts.” 

How then, in the light of these con- 
clusions from such an inconclusive 
study, can U. 8S. Department of Ag- 
riculture officials “look on the city 
dweller’'s home freezer as an over- 
rated gadget in his battle to keep 
living costs down.” ?

Referring to a statement of the 
State Civil Service Dept. on closing 
public offices during hot spells, Mc- 
Farland said it is obvious that when 
the state closes its offices because of 
the heat, “the community cannot 
also shut down for the same reason. 

“To stop or slow down the 
processes of government is a costly 
process and engenders bad public 
relations as it tends to accentuate 
the differences which exist between 
public and private employment.”

Everybody Wants It

like it; my cat is allergic to it.’ If it 
costs zero you have an unlimited 
horizon.” 

Harry Madway, president of Home 
Builders Association of Philadelphia: 

“Most people are too ready to ac- 
cept the idea that it is most economi- 
cal to combine your heating and your 
cooling. It is conceivable that it might 
be a lot cheaper to keep them en- 
tirely separate.

Carl Boester, housing consultant, 
Purdue university: 

“Instead of tearing up the pea- 
patch by hanging your (room cooler) 
unit in the window and making it 
hard to get at in a lot of other ways, 
why not take the cavity of the wall 
as the space to do it? 

“If I were in your position, particu- 
larly with materials shortages, I 
would start out with a component 
part of the homebuilder’s construc- 
tion, the wall, and use that as a case 
for my equipment, constructed not 
out of metal but of wood. 

“I would take the same component 
parts that you have in your room 
cooler—-your compressor, your evapo- 
rator, your condenser, your restric- 
tor tube or expansion valve, and the 
other little things that go with it 
and just rearrange them to fit in the 
stud space. 

“I would provide the builder not 
with a metal eatinst but a wood con-

“Then I take one space which is, 
roughly, 16 in. by 8 ft. and add a 
littie propeller fan at the top that 
biows the air out into the room. Down 
at the bottom I would put an open- 
ing with a grille in it, and then I 
would put my evaporator coil next 
to it 

“On the outside wall I would cut 
a hole for my propeller fan, put my 
condenser coil below, and cut a grille 
so that the air from the outside 
comes through the cavity space, 
through the blower and out, so I ac- 
complish my condensing function 

“Then I would go a step further. 
We are talking about the heat pump 
I would use a pair of three-way 
valves, so that in the early spring 
and early fall you could reverse the 
cycle and make it an air-to-air heat 
pump. 


Use Stud Space 

“Here in effect you have the basic 
element for heating and cooling right 
in the stud space. You are not re- 
quiring the builder to take any addi- 
tional space 

“There are several electrical re- 
sistance heating panels on the mar- 
ket. You could put booster heaters 
suspended from the ceiling controlled 
by thermostats, and apply the elec- 
tric resistance heating on severe days 
to make up the difference on this 
heat pump cycle. 

“In addition to that, on winter 
heating, you can steal a page from 
Dr. Mills in Cincinnati and line the 
walls of your house so they have 
certain reflective aspects to them, so

Emmanuel Spiegel, first vice presi- 
dent of NAHB: 

“I think that what it boils down 
to is that instead of building 
Cadillacs, you fellows in the industry 
are going to have to build Fords. I 
think somewhere in this room, one 
of these manufacturers is going to 
be the Henry Ford of the air con- 
ditioning industry and when you get 
to the point where you have designed 
a unit at a price that we can afford, 
we will use it.” 

Dick Hughes, treasurer of NAHB 
and builder in west Texas: 

“For the past four years I have 
been personally exploring the possi-

“We now have our first completely 
air conditioned unit in operation in 
a house which I will be able to sell 
for $10,500. .. 

“Air conditioning becomes essential 
if we are going to provide small 
homes for comfortable living. Air 
conditioning will, according to physi- 
cians with whom I have talked, im- 
prove people's health by allowing 
them to live in and breathe air that 
has been properly humidified 

“I have discussed the matter with 
the FHA and VA and it is my opinion 
that proper air conditioning is needed 
in the small homes worse than any 
other item at this time. Builders and 
the public recognize that fact and 
FHA and VA officials are extremely 
anxious to cooperate. . 

Water Conservation Factor 

“The successful small home unit 
must be manufactured so that water 
will not be wasted. The FHA's first 
objection was the fact that water 
bills in Texas would amount to $25 
to $30 per month and therefore low 
income people could not qualify. 

“The conservation of space is also 
important. The unit should be small 
and located in the center of the house 
to conserve ductwork. The same 
ducts should carry both hot and cold 
air and the iongest duct should be 
only 7 or 8 ft. 

“The unit should be cheap enough 
so that the entire cost can be put 
in the mortgage and amortized at 
not more than $10 per month. The 
operating cost must be lower than 
$5 per month. When these items are

What did the manufacturers pres- 
ent have to say to all this’ Here are 
a few of their remarks: 

F. P. Van Poppelen, general man- 
ager of the air conditioning depart- 
ment, General Electric Co. 

“There is no doubt that the lower 
the price the mere we will move. But 
I think we have another big job as 
manufacturers to do and that is to 
create a demand. The public will 
spend money for expensive things 
like automobiles. 


Buyer Needs To Be Convinced 

“People are perfectly willing to 
spend for something they think is 
necessary or good for their health 
and comfort. When we sell the idea 
to the homeowner that air condition- 
ing is something more than a luxury, 
that it is a necessity, that it serves 
a real purpose, it will be easier for 
the builder to charge a little more for 
his house and sell it, too.” 


Oo. W. Bynum, executive vice 
president of Carrier Corp.: 
“I think the summer cooling is 


merely the sensational side of air 
conditioning. We have a considerable 
job to do in educating people on the 
year-round benefits. 

“In my home I get more benefit 
from air conditioning in the winter 
than I would get from summer cool- 
ing. 

“There is a possibility of doing 
residential air conditioning some 
damage if we are not careful about 
the applications and type of equip- 
ment we put in. If we don’t get the 
capacities and applications right, and 
if we don't provide for good service, 
we can kill the goose before it starts 
laying eggs.”

mind. 


“If this contest does no more than 
bring out facts, it has accomplished 
its purpose. Good luck and lots of 
fun.” 

Although it wasn't necessary for 
a would-be contestant to come into 
the store, more than 500 of the 725 
entries did during the month. This, 
of course, gave the staff an excep- 
tional opportunity to line up new 
prospects and give them a sales talk 
and demonstration of the contest re- 
frigerator and other appliances. 

This resulted in 15 sales during 
and immediately after the contest, 
and additional sales are still being 
made, according to John Delanty, 
sales manager. 

As for the winner of the contest, 
four of the 725 entries hit it right on 
the head. So these four were invited 
into the store and drew lots for the 
four major prizes. 

Their guess? Twenty-six (26) 
kwh., which at the Traverse City 
rate of 2 cents per kwh., represents 
an operating cost of 52 cents for the 
month. 

Prospects are being reminded that 
this figure was for a refrigerator that 
probably had a greater load on it 
than it would in the average home 
because it was opened many times a 
day.

Container studies represent one 
realm of the QM Food & Container 
Institute's activities. Equally impor- 
tant is the field of food itself. The 
Food Laboratories are headed by Dr. 
H. D. Lightbody, who as director 
provides over-all guidance on such 
studies as precooked frozen foods. 

In recent years various branches 
of the Armed Forces have shown in- 
creasing interest in  precooked 
frozen foods, and the institute has 
accordingly stepped up its studies 
on the subject. All aspects of the 
problem are studied, including opti- 
mum storage temperatures, cooking 
procedures, and the like. Marion C. 
Bollman is chief of the Experimental 
Cookery Division. Cooking studies 
are in charge of Nell M. Snavely. 

To aid the cookery studies on pre- 
cooked frozen foods, the Experi- 
mental Kitchen employs a larger 
Harderfreez freezer equipped with 
a control so that its temperature can 
be regulated, in addition to walk-in 
freezers. 

The facilities provide storage at 
two temperatures, 0° and 10° F. in 
addition to storage that cycles every 
24 hours from 0° to 15°. A normal 
test in the test kitchen calls for 
storage of the product first for a 
month at 0°, then two weeks in the 
cycling freezer, followed by storage 
at 10° F. 

A review of the Armed Forces’ 
current thinking on precooked frozen 
foods was recently prepared by Miss 
Bollman for the Activities Report 
published by the Research and De- 
velopment Associates, Food and Con- 
tainer Institute, Inc., a non-profit in- 
dustry group which in behalf of na- 
tional defense cooperates closely with 
the QM Food & Container Institute 
in research activities. 


Seek Precooked Frozen Meal 


“Even though the adoption of pre- 
cooked frozen foods for military feed- 
ing has been a very slow process, 
and we might say that it is still in 
the experimental stages, it is ap- 
parent that with advancements in 
the storage equipment as well as in 
the equipment for quickly thawing 
and heating the frozen items, the 
use of precooked frozen foods for 
the special feeding operations men- 
tioned will eventually be common 
practice,” believed Miss Bollman. 

“The investigations of the institute 
and the Air Force have been directed 
towards producing a _ satisfactory 
ready-to-serve individual meal on a 
plate consisting of precooked frozen 
foods that can be thawed and heated 
in an airplane during flight,” she 
explains. “The Navy, in turn, has 
been conducting studies to determine 
feasibility of a ‘bulk’ type of pre- 
cooking and freezing for possible ap- 
plication for feeding on board sub- 
marine.” 

Precooked foods were first used 
by the Armed Forces during World 
War II, particularly with the idea of 
providing hot meals for aircraft 
crews while on long missions, points 
out Miss Bollman. This was not en- 
tirely satisfactory. 


Troubles In Wartime 


“The difficulties encountered by the 
Navy during the war period in their 
use of the products are the major 
reasons why the Services have not 
used precooked frozen foods to a 
greater extent,” she states. The major 
problems were as follows: 

“(1) Difficulty in obtaining satis- 
factory equipment for thawing and 
heating the foods; 

“(2) Difficulty in properly han- 
dling the precooked frozen product 
during shipping, storage, and hold- 
ing before heating; 


“(3) Spoilage and occasional food 
poisoning due to such improper han- 
dling; 

“(4) Poor quality of the product 


as produced because of lack of in- 
dustrial competition. 

“Since World War II, however, re- 
search on precooked frozen items 
has been going on at the institute, at 
the Air Force Aero Medical Labora- 
tory in Dayton, and at the Navy Re- 
search Installation at Bayonne, N. J. 
The investigations of the institute 
and the Air Force,” said Miss Boll- 
man, “have been directed toward this. 


At the present time, many of the 
difficulties of the wartime use of pre- 
cooked frozen meals for in-flight 
feeding have been overcome. The Air 
Force has adopted frozen meals for 
flight feeding on long-range bombers 
where space requirements permit. 


Air Force Menus 


“The present program of the Air 
Force procurement consists of 11 
menus. Following are three typical 
examples of the type of menus that 
are to be purchased. One menu is in- 
tended for a breakfast and the other 
two are dinner menus. 

Glazed Apples 
French Past 
Canadian Style Bacon 


Tenderloin Steak with Gravy 
Potatoes Parisienne 
Succotash (corn and Lima beans) 


Roast Turkey 
Dressing with Gravy 
Buttered Peas 
Candied Sweet Potatoes 

“Each of the dinner menus con- 
tains a meat, a potato, and a vege- 
table item,” indicates Miss Bollman. 
“Each component has been tested 
for suitability to precooking and 
freezing. Some of the earlier problems 
such as breakdown or curdling in 
gravy, the proper amount of spicing, 
etc., have either been completely cor- 
rected or are well along toward solu- 
tion. 

“Knowledge has been accumulated 
on what type of foodstuffs do and 
what type do not lend themselves to 
the precooking and freezing processes. 
Storage tests have been conducted 
to determine what food items will 
remain palatable for at least one 
year at -10°,” reveals Miss Bollman. 

“After much experimentation, the 
Aero Medical Laboratory of the Air 
Force has recently designed an oven 
called the ‘B-4’ which is adaptable to 
both thawing and heating precooked 
frozen meals as well as canned rations. 
This oven consists of six trays, each 
containing its own heating element, 
and has the capacity to thaw and heat 
six meals at a time. It requires ap- 
proximately 25 to 30 minutes to bring 
the frozen products to the necessary 
temperature of 180° F. 

“The oven is compact, measuring 
16 by 15 by 8 in., and as has already 
been indicated, is sufficiently flexible 
that by removing every other tray 
it can readily be adapted to heating 
18 canned in-flight rations simultane- 
ously. An insulated box has also been 
developed for storage of meals 
aboard aircraft while in flight.” 


Navy Wants Bulk Foods 


Interest of the Navy in precooked 
frozen foods, according to Miss Boll- 
man, has centered around “bulk” 
freezing of component foods in quan- 
tity portions for use on submarines. 

“Bulk precooking and freezing 
for such specialized use, if handled 
properly, seems to have good poten- 
tialities because of the savings in 
the labor involved in preparation, in 
storage space, and in fuel require- 
ments—all critical factors in such 
special feeding operations. 

“In addition,” she says, “bulk pre- 
cooked frozen foods can make a vital 
contribution to submarine security. 
Garbage disposal is always a prob- 
lem because of the danger of detec- 
tion of the vessel's presence through 
observation of a ‘trail’ of waste ma- 
terial. Precooked meals reduce the 
amount of garbage to a minimum. 
The Navy has recently conducted a 
limited number of tests and the re- 
sults were promising enough to war- 
rant further investigation.” 

Use of precooked frozen foods in 
Arctic operations would seem a 
“natural” because here there’d be 
no problem in premature thawing 

“The Canadian Army has done 
some experimental work involving 
the feeding of small groups such as 
patrols. They are quite enthusiastic 
about the use of precooked frozen 
meals in this type of feeding situa- 
tion,” she says. 

One great limiting factor on mili- 
tary use of precooked frozen foods is 
the holding of the product at suffi- 
ciently low temperature during ship- 
ping and storage prior to heating, she 
emphasizes. Although the situation is 
improving with the installation of 
more freezer storage space in cargo 
ships and at military bases, it will

probably continue to curb use of the 
frozen ration, “particularly in over- 
seas units,” states Miss Bollman. 

“A good practical solution” is also 
being sought by both the military and 
commercial airlines for the problem 
of storing the frozen meals on board 
an airplane prior to heating. 

“To date, insulated boxes, either 
with or without added dry ice, have 
proved to be the most practical stor- 
age method. When dry ice is not 
used, the holding time is very limited; 
yet, the use of dry ice as a standard 
procedure is only partially satisfac- 
tory. The ideal solution would be to 
have mechanical refrigeration aboard 
the plane.” 

The microbiological problem with 
frozen meals is still one of “great 
concern,” according to Miss Bollman. 

“The fact that precooked frozen 
foods are not exposed to high tem- 
peratures after the initial cooking

process but are merely heated to a 
serving temperature, plus the fact 
that the various dishes themselves 
are often good media for bacterial 
growth, are the major reasons why 
more concern has been expressed over 
the sanitary aspects of this type of 
product, than, for example, a fresh- 
frozen item,” she says. 

The problem is two-fold, she indi- 
cates—first, the product must have a 
low original bacterial content; sec- 
ond, thawing and refreezing must be 
prevented during shipping and stor- 
age. 

“Surveys have shown that commer- 
cial produced precooked frozen prod- 
ucts vary widely in bacterial counts,” 
she says. 

At the present time the institute is 


working toward establishing require- 
ments of maximum limits, and as for 
the problem of thawing and refreez- 
ing, since it frequently cannot be de- 


tected through appearance, “there is 
a definite need for some type of indi- 
ecator that would allow easy detection 
by the handler should the tempera- 
ture of the product ever reach a 
dangerous level,” Miss Bollman de- 
clares. 

“Several types of indicators have 
been proposed, the majority involving 
the principle of the development of 
a certain color upon thawing. The 
ideal indicator would be one inex- 


pensive enough to be used on every 
individual package, easy to interpret, 
and very reliable within the neces- 
sary temperature range.”

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Remodeled Supermarket Adds 122 Feet of 
Refrigerated Cases, Boosts Traffic 40% 


LINCOLN, Neb.--A remodeling 
job that included installation of 122 
lin. ft. of new refrigerated dis- 
play cases, and modernization and 
relocation of the walk-in coclers has 
resulted in a 40% increase in traffic 
and food-handling efficiency at Fread- 
rich Bros. supermarket, 1316 “N” 
St., here, according to Karl P. Meyer, 
proprietor. 

Sales have increased nearly 20% 
in a four-week period, and Meyer is 
planning to add year-round air condi- 
tioning in time for the summer sea- 
son. 


MOVING OFFICES ADDS 
1400 FT. OF SELLING SPACE 


Over 1,400 sq. ft. of selling space 
was added by moving the offices to 
the balcony, converting part of the 
former main floor office space into 
a meat-cutting room, expanding the 
use of refrigerated vending fixtures 
and streamlining the entire super- 
market arrangement. Tops of the 
backbars on the refrigerated cases 
have been used as “preferred” dis- 
play space for merchandise, and sales 
of items displayed there have risen 
sharply 

Rearrangement included 
all self-service refrigerated cases, 
with the exception of small cases 
used in front of center gondolas for 
“spot” selling, to form a continuous 
line along the east wall. Fish cases 
were moved to the west wall ad- 
joining the meat department. The 
meat department was shifted from 
the east wall to the rear of the floor. 

A new glass front, lowered floor 
fixtures, and new fluorescent lighting 
enable passersby to see the meat de- 
partment plainly from the street. 

Islands have a clearance of 7 ft. 
from the refrigerated cases while 
the remainder of the aisles are 
6 ft. wide. Walls have been re- 
decorated in pastel green and the 
ceiling in ecru. Gondolas, wall fix- 
tures, and checkout stands are dark 
green, and display fixtures are 
trimmed in bright metal including 
the slotted leading edges of shelving 
for inserting price tabs

SERVICE MEAT DEPT. 


All self-service refrigerated cases 
are of the open type. At the rear of 


the floor, 30 lin. ft. of enclosed 
Friedrich cases for meat display 
were installed, because Meyer be- 


lieved that the majority of his cus- 
tomers preferred the service-type 
meat operation. 

However, a 12-ft. McCray self- 
service case also was added for 
meats to handle the rush periods. 
Many of the supermarket’s customers 
are employed downtown and shop 
after office hours, especially for 
meats. 

Freadrich Bros., which is one of 
the two largest supermarkets located 
in the downtown retail section, has 
built up a large clientele for fresh 
fish. Prior to the recent remodeling, 
the grocer kept this item in an iced 
open case. 

The modernization program in- 
volved installation of 20 lin. ft. of 
glass-enclosed Friedrich cases for 
fresh fish and poultry, adjoining the 
service meat department at right 
angle. These boxes are not mechani- 


cally refrigerated but are air condi- 
tioned and have convenient trays 
for ice. 

The fish and poultry cases hold a 
50° F. temperature, use less ice be- 
cause of the channel icing method 
and enclosure, and eliminate any fish 
odor in the store. The cases are 
equipped with fresh water hoses so 
they can be flushed out at intervals. 
A large neon sign above the fish case 
spells out “FISH DEPT.” 

Along the east wall are two 10-ft. 
reach-in cases—-one for ice cream 
and the other for butter, eggs, milk, 
and cheese. The ice cream vending 
fixture has a white-enameled shelf 
across the top for displaying canned 
chocolate and other ice cream top- 
pings. Next is 20 ft. of reach-in dis- 
play including a 10-ft. case for frozen 
foods and another 10-ft. case for 
frozen fish and chicken. The frozen 
food case has a lighted backbar for 
listing varieties and prices. 


NON-REFRIGERATED CASES 
MATCH REFRIGERATED UNITS 


Next are 38 ft. of non-refrigerated 
display cases for fruits and dry vege- 
tables. This display fixture matches 
the refrigerated cases in design and 
color. Adjoining are two 10-ft. re- 
frigerated vegetable cases. These 
cases have a hose connection for 
sprinkling the green vegetables. At 
the back of the line and at a right 
angle to the service meat department 
is the 12-ft. self-service case for pre- 
packaged meats. 

Other refrigerated vending fixtures 
on the floor include a small open case 
for frozen citrus juices and a 6-ft. 
case near the checkout counters for 
packaged ice cream and frozen con- 
fections. 
enough so that they can be moved 
readily for spot display. 

All meat handling operations are 
at the rear of the store where one 
room has been allocated to egg 
candling operations and for making 
up baskets on delivery orders. Ad- 
joining this room and immediately 
back of the service meat department 
is the meat cutting room. 

A new alley doorway was cut 
through in the back wall to permit 
direct receiving of meat from the 
loading dock, thereby greatly reduc- 
ing time required in handling meat, 
and leaving the original doorway 
free for receiving other types of mer- 
chandise and for delivery service. 
Formerly the meat had to be carted 
half the length of the store to the 


side location of the meat department. | 


MOVEABLE PANELS IN 
WALK-IN COOLER 
An 8x 10-ft. walk-in cooler for 
meats now separates the selling area 
from the cutting room. Panels in the 
selling side enable the butchers to 
replenish display case stocks without 
walking around to the rear of the 
cooler. White ceramic tile covers the 


face of the cutting room, and the |

refrigerated vending cases, which 
have a series of compartments with 
a lid on each, were taken from the 
selling floor when the new open type 
cases were purchased. These were 
installed in the cutting room for 
storage of poultry and fish. Cutting 
room equipment includes an electric 
grinder, electric saw, scales, battery 
of sinks, and work table for pre- 
packaged meats. 

An L-shaped addition increases 
space for backroom operations. The 
delivery department was moved to 
this area to eliminate confusion on 
the selling floor. An 8x 10-ft. walk- 
in cooler for dairy products and vege- 
tables also is located in this area 
which is adjacent to the east-wall 
refrigerated self-service section 

Also located in the “L” are an 
employes’ rest and lunchroom, a 
barbecue oven and roaster. As many 


as 35 turkeys can be roasted at one 
time, while the barbecue oven has a 
large capacity for ribs or similar 
items. A complete meal can be pre- 
pared in a minimum of time for party 
service. 

Handling of merchandise from the 
loading platform to the basement 
storage area is speeded by an electric 
conveyor system. Ten compressors 
and motors serving the walk-in 
coolers and meat cases have been 
mounted in tier arrangement in the 
basement for efficient servicing. How- 
ever, nine of the new self-service 
vending fixtures on street floor have 
self-contained refrigeration units 

Basement storage space is 32 x 125 
ft.. which is the same as the first 
floor selling space. The L-shaped 
extension on street floor rear pro- 
vides extra space on that level for 
service operations, however. 


A problem posed by the new front 
with its automatic doors was how to 
keep an even temperature in the 
front of the store during cold 
weather, The old front had a storm 
vestibule which was set up in cold 
weather, but under the new arrange- 
ment such a structure would have 
been impractical as well as unsightly 
The problem was solved by installing 
& special hot steam radiator, deliver- 
ing 46,000 B.t.u. of heat which keeps 
the doorway temperature at an even 
72° no matter how often the auto- 
matic doors are opened. 

The Lincoln food merchant stated 
that his business has shown a defi- 
nite increase despite the fact he has 
not staged a formal opening for the 
remodeled store. With the same num- 
ber of employes as before remodel- 
ing, he has been able to handle about 
20% more business with less manual 
labor and effort by personnel.

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“World’s Largest’ Potato Chip Plant 
Installs Complete Air Control System 


OMAHA, Neb. Kitty Clover, Inc. 
early in August put into operation 
at 2200 S. 24th St. what is said to 
be the world’s largest and most 
modern exclusive potato chip plant. 

All of the 80,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space is mechanically air conditioned 
with the exception of the cooking 
rooms, according to President F. E. 
Lippold. 

The ultra-modern building with its 
buff brick and insulated aluminum 
panel exterior is an Omaha show 
place, and nearly 10,000 visitors 
toured the plant the first day of an 
open house. Air conditioning, plumb- 
ing, heating, and power plant equip- 
ment were installed by J. J. Hanighen 
Supply Co, of Omaha 

Air conditioned areas include the 
executive offices and a lobby-recep- 
tion room at the front of the plant, 
a corridor along the row of offices 
leading to the all-weather loading 
docks where 10 trucks can be loaded 
at one time, a large conference room, 
a shipping room where 10,000 cases 
of potato chips are being assembled 
and removed daily, and an adjoining 
concrete block warehouse capable of 
holding 60 carloads of potatoes. 

The plant has two levels within its 
one story. Washing, peeling, and in- 
specting of potatoes is on the lower 
level which also is air conditioned. 
The upper level contains the slicing, 


There are over 2,000 
recessed fluorescent lights in the 
plant and this helps cut down the 
air conditioning load as contrasted 
with the use of incandescent light- 
ing, Lippeld pointed out 

Other aids to economical air con- 
ditioning are special insulation and 
the use of structural glass at the top 
and sides for natural lighting while 
at the same time shutting out the 
heating rays of the sun 

The aluminum panels on the out- 
side of the plant have 1'-in. insula- 
tion built-in, with an insulation value 
superior to 12 in. of masonry wall 
with furred plaster, it was said 

The roof is a four-ply pitch-and- 
grave! type with 1l-in. glass fiber in- 
sulation which insulates the entire 
roof area. All outside sheet metal is 
of aluminum. Installation was by 
Olson Bros., Inc., Omaha, which also 
specializes in air conditioning 

More than 1,000 ft. of impregnated 
rubber conveyor belt winds through 
the plant. At no time in the manu- 
facturing process is it necessary to 
touch the chips or potatoes by 
human hand. Packaging, too, is auto- 
matic, utilizing a compressed air sys- 
tem which blows the chips into the 
bags. : 

Modern machinery in the plant was 
designed to order. The plant has 64

shipping rooms, all of which are air 
conditioned except the cooking rooms. 
Huge ventilators change the air in 
the processing rooms every 12 
minutes, however.

The compressor oil itself may be 
decomposed by the excessive heat, 
causing it to break down and not 
only lose ite lubricating value, but 
also to form carbon and other sub- 
stances, which are carried by the re- 
frigerant throughout the system 


Dr Eleaey has recently shown that 
"Freon-12" and certain oila react to 
cause decomposition of the oil. This 
oocurs to a negligible extent at nor- 
mal temperatures, but the reaction is 
greatly accelerated by excessive tem- 
peratures, which may exist at cer- 
tain “hot spots” in the compressor, 
wuch as at the discharge valve, even 
during normal operating conditions 


Thus, the high temperatures pro- 
duced by motor winding burn-out, 
cause chemical changes inside the 
system that result in solids, corrosive 
compounds, water, and other sub- 
stances that, mixing with the refrig- 
erant, contaminate the refrigerant 
and oil, and are carried throughout 
the entire system 


CLEAN ENTIRE SYSTEM 


It is, therefore, not enough to 
merely replace the damaged motor, 


but the entire system must be 
cleaned out. This may be done rea- 
sonably well as follows 

1. The “Freon” and oil charge 
should be removed from the system 
and thrown away 

2. If the motor-compressor is re- 
built in the field, it must be well de- 
hydrated and recharged with new oil 
recommended by compressor manu- 
facturer. The motor-compressor may 
be dehydrated by placing in an oven 
at 225° to 250° F. for four to eight 
hours, depending on the size of the 
motor-compreasor. At the same time, 
pump a vacuum on it of at least 20 
in., or lower if possible 

3. If a factory rebuilt motor- 
compressor assembly is used as a 
replacement, it will have been fully 
cleaned and dehydrated at the fac- 
tory, but the rest of the system will 
require cleaning out to remove the 
water, acid, and black sludge pro- 
duced by the motor burning out. 


Reinstall the rebuilt motor-com- 
pressor with new oil, but keep its 
service valves closed until the system 
has been cleaned out and dehydrated. 


Disconnect lines, expansion valves, 
evaporator, and condenser and blow 
them out well.

Remove and clean or replace any 
strainers in the lines or valves, in- 
cluding the expansion valve strainers. 
Replace or refill driers 


Reassemble the system, but do not 
open the service valves on the clean, 
dry motor-compressor as yet. Con- 
nect a vacuum pump to the system 
and draw at least a 29-in. vacuum, 
preferably overnight. This will help 
dry out the system by evaporating 
the water in the system. 

Then open the service valves on 
the motor-compressor, and break the 
vacuum to zero gauge or higher with 
the new “Freon-12" and again pump 
a 29-in. vacuum for at least 15 
minutes. Then recharge with new 
“Freon-12.” 


220-VOLT MOTORS ON 
208-VOLT LINES 


Another recent Worthington Serv- 
ice bulletin covered another subject, 


that is well worth mentioning also. | 


This concerns the use of 220-volt 
motors on 208 volts. 

Most motor manufacturers design 
their motors with a 10% voltage 


leeway. That is, a 220-volt motor — 


will bring up to speed and carry con- 
tinuously its full load rating, without 
overheating, even though the voltage 
at the motor terminals is 10% under 
220 volts; that is, 198 volts. There- 


fore, many men suppose that the | 
220-volt motor can be used satisfac- | 
torily on 208 volts, which is only a | 


5%% under-voltage. 


This sounds reasonable; but they | 


overlook two things: 

1. The motor manufacturer says 
that the motor will start and carry 
a full load continuously, even though 


the voltage to the motor is 10% less | 


than its rating. It is standard prac- 
tice throughout the refrigeration in- 
dustry to overload compressor motors 
1 hp. and over 25% and less than 
1 hp. 40%. The motor manufacturer 
does not guarantee his motor to 
start and carry overloads on any 
under-voltage. 


2. Power companies must have 
some leeway. On many lines, they 
have periods of unusually heavy 
loads. During these periods, the line 
voltage may drop below riormal. They 
do not ordinarily guarantee that their 
voltages will be up to the normal 
208 volts for example. 

In some locations, and under 
some circumstances, they may have 
under-voltages of 10%, so the 208 
volts will then become 197.2. And this 
is at the main entrance switch where 
the meter usually is. Quite often 
there are voltage drops of another 
5 or 10% from the entrance switch 
to the motor, due to overloaded house 
lines. So at peak load conditions, the 
voltage at the motor terminals may 
be down to 185 volts; and this is not 
too uncommon. 


10% LEEWAY ALLOWED FOR 
EMERGENCIES 


Actually the 10% leeway that the 
motor manufacturer gives is to com- 
pensate for possible fluctuations in 
power company voltages, and is not 
intended as a margin to allow motors 
to be mis-applied. 

So if it is a 208-volt line, do not 
try to use a 220-volt motor on it. 


Usually, there is no difference in cost, | 


so there is very little reason to in- 
vite trouble.

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Wholesaler’s June Sales Exceed May as Well 


As June of 1951, But 6-Month Volume Drops 


Inventories Reported Down by Bureau of the Census 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—June sales 
of appliance and specialty wholesalers 
and refrigeration equipment and 
parts wholesalers were up from both 
May and a year ago but their sales 
for the first six months of 1952 fell 
below the like 1951 period, according 
to the Bureau of the Census. 


Sales of appliance and specialty 
wholesalers in June increased 11% 
compared with the previous month 


However, 
sales for the first 1952 half skidded 
22% below the year-ago period. This 
was the sharpest drop experienced by 
any of the wholesale trades reporting 
to the bureau. 


Refrigeration equipment and parts 
wholesalers’ sales in June rose 17% 
above May and 19% over June of 


last year. First half sales declined 
8% compared with the first six 
months of 1951. 

End-of-June inventories of appli- 
ance and specialty wholesalers 
dropped 6% below May and 30% 
below June a year ago. Those of re- 
frigeration equipment and parts 
wholesalers were down 9% and 11%, 
respectively. 

June sales of all merchant whole- 
salers reporting to the Census Bureau 
were at approximately the same level 
as a month earlier but reflected an 
increase of 3% over June a year ago. 
Cumulative sales for the first six 
months of 1952 were 5% below the 
first 1951 half. 

Inventories of all wholesalers 
dropped 2% under the May 31 stock 
level and were 14% below stocks on 
hand at the end of June last year.

WASHINGTON, D. C.Any manu- 
facturer whose gross sales of com- 
modities manufactured by him did 
not exceed $25,000 in his last com- 
plete fiscal year prior to July 1, 1952, 
for all manufacturing units under 
his ownership and control is ex- 
empted from price controls, the Office 
of Price Stabilization announced re- 


cently
